The plan of distribution of sugar ap- 
proved by the Massachusetts Food Ad- 
ministration has been adopted by the 
Executive Committee- of the Food Dis- 
tributors' Association of Plymouth 
County. 

The head of every family will regis- 
ter at their regular grocers an the fol- 
lowing days; October 23, 24, 25, nnd foV 
November each grocer will distribute to 
those signing the registration cards, the 
quantity of coupons necessary for eiieli 
member of each family to give them 
their legal allowance of sugar. 

All "Repeaters" on old sugar curds 
ore now recorded with the Food Ad- 
ministration and any person register- 
ing more thnn once, will be deprived of 
sonar and dealt with by the Food Ad- 
ministration. 

The present plan of sngnr dUiutribn 
tkm Is the one nlrondy In operation in 
several counties nnd permits the house- 
holder nnd each Individual to secure 
their legal amount of sngnr ami insures 
the. grocer In bis supply. 

The sugar eon pons are similar to 
cleotrle cur tickets nnd moving picture 
theatre tickets and can be used by I he 
householder to buy wigur in any store

Y. M. C. A. MADE NO PROFIT 



The status of the Y. M. C. A. Can- 
teen overseas was made plain recently 
in a telegram from the War Department 
just received at Y. M. C. A. Headquar- 
ters. 

Considerable confusion that has ex- 
isted in the minds of many people is 
clenred by the wire, which authoratively 
states that a government investigation 
has established the fact that n main- 
taining canteens for the soldiers at the 
requcs of General Pershing, the Y. M. 
C, A. not only made no rpofit, but has 
lost thousands of dollars. The telegram 
follows: 

"Matter of prices asked by Young 
Men's Christian Association for its ar- 
ticles sold in canteen overseas already 
investigated by War Department nnd 
condition being remedied. Young Men's 
Christian Association originnlly asked 
by General Pershing to run canteen for 
nrmy on cost basis, to do this had to 
reckon in price fixing such overhead 
charges at transportation charges and 
marine insurance so that prices were 
much higher thnn in this country. 
Young Men's Christian Association 
made no profit, but lost thousands of 
dollnrs. Arrangements now made will 
enable them to obtain supplies from 
sources thnt will reduce overhead 
charges and keep prices down.

What about this great United War 
Work Campaign that will sweep the 
country from November 11 to Novem- 
ber IS? 

People fnr nnd wide, once under- 
standing, will contribute the $170,500. 
000 asked for with joy in their hearts 
because they will then understand what 
we mean when we say that the Y. M. 
C. A., the Y. W. C. A., the National 
Catholic Wnr Council (K. of O.l, tlx- 
Jewish Welfare Board, the Ami'itenn 
Library Association, the War Camp 
Community Service nnd the Snlvation 
Army, all co-operating under the simile 
bend of United War Work Campaign, 
nrc shipping overseas each week 300 
tons of cheer nnd helpfulness for the 
sous of Amcricn who nre lighting the 
fight for the freedom of mankind. 

At first these welore agencies worked 
as separate institutions with little real 
co-operation. Each raised its own funds. 
Kneli setnblisbed its own units without 
consideration of the movements of the 
others. But as time went on the of- 
ney of this plan was brought into 
question. Duplication of effort was ap- 
parent. 

Now under the direction of tho Presi- 
dent of the United States they hnve nil 
joined forces— the greatest social wel- 
fare organization in the history of the 
world. 

Facts are inl cresting. Here nre somnr 
Todny the total number of uniformed 
icial workers on this side of the water, 1 
in England, France. Italy, Russia and 
Switzerland, is more than 15,000. 
Who are they? 

ThTey arc clergymen and rabbis, col- 
lege professors, motion picture opera- 
tors, ex-baseball stars, truck drivers, 
chauffeurs, actors, clerks, saw-mill op- 
erators, mechanics, musicians, cooks— 
the list is almost endless. 

There arc 3000 buildings of all sorts. 

me rented, but (he majority newly 
built. These nre used for soldier and 
sailor club houses, theatres, gymnasi- 



ums, and arc the nearest approach to 
thojsc "back home" the fighting man 
can achieve. A hut may be a lecture 
room largo enough to seat a regiment 
or it may be n ruined collar where a 
Salvation Army girl fries doughnuts 
for the front line men, or a Y. M. C. J 
or n K. of C. secretary or a Jewish 
Welfare worker provides cigarettes, 
chocolate, stationery nnd other smnll 
wnro. It is the vital representative of 
the American home, living evidence that 
the folks back home still care. 
The other businesses in which the 



gngcil nre too numerous for extended 
comment. Let me merely indicate a 
few of them: 

They nre great operators of resorts, 
including the Rest at Aix-lcs-Bains nnd 
six like it, all provided as furlough 
places for the boys. They have taken 
over and conduct biscuit and sweet 
chocolate factories In France, so thnt 
the boys may have something to cat 
while fighting. 

All seven ngencies nre exporters on 
a huge scale and their respective rec- 
ords reveal a record of total business 
that is amazing. 

Tnke these figures, for example, from 
—tho shipping list of the Y. M. C. A., 
which is only one of the seven. 

Canned fruits, 2.355,284 cans; Chew- 
ing gum, 10,110.000 packages; con- 
densed milk, 2.293.728 cans; flour. 32,- 
078,720 pounds; sugar, 11,827,735 
pounds; tobacco, 3,339,000 pounds. The 
variety of articles shipped is no less 
impressive than the totals. One would 
expect to find blankets, biscuits and 
cough drops, of course; but the 71 
lighting systems are more of asurprisc, 
as nre also the 100 organs and a saw- 
mill. Sodn fountains nnd sterenptieon 
machines, typowrilers nnd toothpaste 
and tnlking machines: motorcycles, 
phonograph records and Ping Pong (22 
cases) — they are nil parts of the splen- 
did effort to reproduce over there some- 
thing of tin- ntniosphere nnd helpful- 
ness thnt made life worth living over 
here. 



"The soldiers' social and mornl wel- 
fare is a unit in purpose," stated the 
Right Reverend Wlllinm Lnwrence. 
bishop of the Episcopal Diocese of 
M*a«ncliusctts, "and its support should 
be a unit in programme." 

Bishoi) Lawrence, one of the coun- 
try's foremost wnr workers, is bending 
every effort to speed the drive of the 
United War Work Campaign, the union 
of the seven big welfare organizations 
suggested by President Wilson. 

"TJie activities of the Y. ML C. A., the 
Knights of Columbus, the War Camp 
Community and the rest," eontmucd the 
prelate, "overlap aeh other and melt in- 
to each other. Why, then, should csch 
ami all hnve n sepnrnte campaign? Why 
not unite Jn one campaign with a 
single slogan? 

"Thou the representatives of each as- 
sociation will not. as in former enm- 
pnigns. have to describe the limitations 
of their work and confuse people's 
minds with what appears to be an in- 
tricate problem, but will present the 
work ns a whole, laying emphasis on 
thnt specinl pnrt which the represen- 
•c knows best nnd in which he or 
she has tho keenest interest. 

'The people of the country are now 
accustomed to big thoughts and big 
figures. The United nmpaign for the 
soldier gives them both."

The pilot— I cannot give his name 
— told me about their eecape. 

"From tbe outbreak of the war," 
he said, "my companion and I bad 
been joined with otliers from Irreden- 
ta at the aviation station of Lussln is- 
land as motormen. The life had be- 
come Insupportable. Seeing that 
every means of flight would be Impos- 
sible we decided, since neither of as 
was skilled In aviation, to risk flight 
In a hydroplane. 

"There was nothing to do but to get 
ready and trust to God. Tbe night of 
July 1 we went to bed with all oar 
clothes on at midnight, without at- 
tracting notice. At five In tbe morn- 
ing we ran under the shadows of the 
wall from our quarters toward the 
hangar, where the seutinet paced bis 
beat. 

Prepare for Flight. 
"Knterlng tbe hangar coolly, aa If 
we were going to carry out order*, 
we dismantled the planes attached 
to the station of their guns and placed 
them In the apparatus destined for es- 
cape. 

"After locking the telephone opera- 
tor in ills cabin, we opened the heavy 
doors of the hangar. We got ready for 
Immediate flight and tested the cylin- 
ders. 

"When alt *vns ready we wlilsp 
thnt there was nothing i«U lui ~j 
the risk. 

"My comrade looked about. NiJbody 
was near. He cut the telephone wires 
while I, with a strong push against 
the levers, slid the apparatus out on 
the sea. We mounted tbe plane, which 
was soon blown by a gust of wind in 
front of the Austrian barracks, the 



bow pointed toward the shore. It took 
us an anxious hour to turn It toward 
tbe open sea. Finally we stnrted the 
motors, but with an explosion and n 
rumble tbat would awaken even the 
dead. 

"The officers, the commandant and 
the soldiers of the station appeared 
at the windows of the barracks and 
watched us with surprise, but with- 
out suspicion, ns we took our mysteri- 
ous leave, no doubt thinking we hart 
6ecret orders from some one higher 
up. 

"For several yards the hydroplane 
glided along the surfnee of the wa- 
ter, unwilling to rise a second time, 
apparently, before the wind which 
blew from behind, and possibly on ac- 
count of the new pilot, who was as In- 
experienced as he was audacious. At 
Inst, however, we succeeded In rising 
from the sea. 

Face Many Perils. 

"While we were Intent on our man- 
euvers we found ourselves suddenly 
opposite Mount Vell-Strasa. where the 
Austrians have anti-aircraft batteries. 
We made a terrific effort, with the 
bow pointed upward and our souls 
commended to God. 

"We crossed the ridge of the moun- 
tain not ten yards above the batteries 
on Its summit. < 

"After half an hour of flight, rising 
to 1.000 meters, we ran into a thick 
elood bank which abut off all view of 
the Austrian and Italian coasts and of 
the see. We could not find our way. 
Moreover, the pilot was without hel- 
met or glasses and conld not steer be- 
cause his eyes filled with tears. We 
suffered an attack of nerves. All the 
while the apparatus was following tbe 
Italian coast and, discovering this, we 
recovered our calm in an Instant.

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PROUD RECORD 
OF RED CROSS 

War Council Tells Chapters of 
Wonderful Work Done in 
the Past Year. 



LARGE SUMS WELL EXPENDED 



In th« Eighteen Months Sine* Thlt 
Country Entered the War th« Im- 
mense Amount of $325,000,000 
Ha* Been Accounted For. 

Annual meetings of the S.S54 chap- 
ters of the R«l Cross were held Octo- 
ber 23. The War Council of ths or- 
ganisation sent the following message, 
covering the work for the past year: 
To the Chapters of the American Red 

Cross: 

The War Council sends greetings to 
the chapters of the American Red 
Cross on the occasion of their annual 
meetings foe 1918. 

With these greetings go congratula- 
tions on the great work of the chapters 
during the past year and, above all 
things, on the wonderful spirit of sac- 
rifice and patriotism which has per- 
vaded that work. 

The strength of the Red Cross rests 
upon Its chapters. They are Its bone 
and sinew. They supply Its funds, 
they supply its men and women, they 
supply its enthusiasm. 'Let us. then, 
review together the Red Cross atory 
of the past year. 

Some Idea of the sire to which your 
Red Cross family has grown may be 
gathered from the following facts: 

On May 1, 1917, just before the ap- 
pointment of the War Conncil, the 
American Red Cross had 488.194 mem- 
bers working through 562 chapters. 

On July 31, 191S, the organization 
numbered 20,WS.10o annual members, 
besides S.000,000 members of the 
Junior Red Cross — a total enrollment 
of over one-fourth the population of 
the United States. 

Since the beginning of the war you 
of the chapters have co-operated with 
the War Council In conducting two war 
fund drives and one membership drive, 
in addition to the campaign on behalf 
or the Junior Red Cross. 

The total actual collections to date 
from the first war fund have amounted 
to more than $115,000,000. The sub- 
scriptions to the seccpd war fund 
amounted to upwards of $176,000,000. 

From membership dues the collec- 
tions have amounted to approximately 
$24,500,000. 

Splendid Work Done by Women. 
To the foreging must be added that 
very large contribution of materials 
and time given by the millions of wom- 
en throughout the country In surgical 
dressings, In knitted articles, in hos- 
pital and refugee garments, in canteen 
work, and the other activities the chap- 
ters have been called upon to perform. 

It Is estimated that approximately 
8.000.000 women are engaged In can- 
teen work and the production of relief 
supplies through the chapters. 

For the period up to July 1. 1918. 
American Red Cross chapters, through 
their workrooms, had produced: 
490,120 refugee garments. 
7.123,621 hospital supplies. 
, 10.786,489 hospital garment*. 
10,134,501 knitted articles. 
192,748,107 surgical dressings. 
A total of 221,282,838 articles — of an 
estimated aggregate value of at least 
$44,000,000. 

These articles were largely the 
product of women's hands, and, by the 
same token, infinitely more precious 
than could have been the output of 
factories or machines. These articles 
going to the operating room of the hos- 
pitals, to homeless or needy refugees, 
and carrying comfort to our own boys 
in the field, convey a message of love 
from the women of this country entire- 
ly distinct from the great money value 
attaching to their handiwork. 

Money Spent In Work. 
By the terms under which the first 
Red Cross war fund was raised, the 
chapters were entitled to retain 25 per 
cent of the amount collected. In order 
defray local expenses, to carry on their 
home service work, to * purchase ma- 
terials to be utilized in chapter produc- 
tion and otherwise to meet th« numer- 
ous calls made upon them. The chap- 
ters were thus entitled to retain nearly 
$29,000,000. As a matter of fact, tbelr 
actual retentions amounted to only 
about $22,000,000. 

Ont of collections from annual mem- 
berships, the chapters have retained 
about $11,000,000. 

From this total sum. therefore, of $33,- 
000,000 retained by the chain its, they 
hnve met nil the ofU'ntlni*-* vf-ry li<»uvy 
local deiniinds upon them, and In addi- 
tion have provided for aw hy nntlonul 
hcad<juurtf rn products valuod. ns 
«fnt*d ubovt*. at upwards of $14,000.- 
000. 

Th* chapters hnv* In effect returned 
to the War Council, not alone the $33.- 
000/J00 retained out of the war fund 
memhershlp dui-s hut, In vnluu of 
actual product, nn additional contribu- 



tion of nt least 511.000.000. 

It will thus been seen that during 
the eighteen months which have 
elapsed since the United States en- 
tered the war, the American peopls 
will have either paid In or pledged to 
the American Red Cross for its work 
of relief throughout the world. In 
money or in material values, a net 
total of at least $325,000,000. 

Revealed America's Heart. 

It has been because of this spirit 
which has pervaded all American Red 
Cross effort In this war that the aged 
governor of one of the stricken and 
battered provinces of Franc* stated 
not Ions since that, though Franca had 
long known of America's greatness, 
strength and enterprise. It remained 
for the American Red Cross In this war 
to reveal America's heart. 

In this country, at this moment, the 
workers of the Red Cross, through Its 
chapters, are helping to add to the 
comfort and health of the millions of 
our soldiers In 102 camps and canton- 
ments, as well as of those traveling on 
railroad trains or embarking on ships 
for duty overseas. 

The home service of the Red Cross, 
with Its now more than 40.000 workers. 
Is extending Its ministrations of sym- 
pathy and counsel each month to up- 
wards of 100,000 families left behind 
by soldiers at the front — a number 
ever growing with the Increase of our 
men under arms. 

But, of course, the heart of the Red 
Cross and Its money and attention al- 
ways move toward and focus them- 
selves In Europe where the American 
Red Cross, as truly "the greatest moth- 
er in the world," Is seeking to draw "a 
vast net of mercy through an ocean of 
unspeakable pain." 

Red Cross Worth Recognized. 

Nothing is withheld that can be 
given over there to supplement the 
efforts of our army and navy In caring 
for our own boys. The Red Cross does 
not pretend to do the work of the 
medical corps of the army or the navy ; 
its purpose Is to help and to supple- 
ment. 

Nor does the Red Cross seek to 
glorify what It does or those who ds 
It; our satisfaction Is In the resnlt, 
which, we are assured by Secretary 
Baker, General Pershing. General Ire- 
land and all our leaders, is of ines- 
timable value and of Indispensable im- 
portance. 

By the first of January your Red 
Cross will have working In France up- 
wards of 5,000 Americans — a vivid 
contrast to the little group 6f eighteen 
men and women which, as the first Red 
Cross commission to France, sailed 
about June 1. 1917, to initiate our ef- 
forts In Europe- 
Tour Red Cross now has active, op- 
erating commissions In France, In Eng- 
land. In Italy. In Belgium. In Switzer- 
land, in Palestine and in Greece. Tou 
have sent a- shipload of relief supplies 
and a group of devoted workers to 
northern Russia; you have dispatched 
a commission to work behind our arm- 
ies in eastern Siberia; you have sent 
special representatives to Denmark, to 
Serbia and to the island of Madeira. 
Carries Message of Hope. 
Tour Red Cross Is thus extending re- 
lief to the armies and navies of our 
allies ; and you are carrying a practical 
message of hope and relief to the 
friendly peoples of afflicted Europe and 
Asia. 

Indeed, we are told by those best In- 
formed In the countries of our allies 
that the efforts of your Red Cross to 
aid the soldiers and to sustain the 
morale of the civilian populations left 
at home, especially in France and 
Italy, have constituted a very real fac- 
tor In winning the war. 

The veil has already begun to lift. 

What the Red Cross may be called 
upon to do in the further course of the 
war. or with the coming of victory, 
peace and reconstruction. It would be 
Idle to attempt to prophesy. 

But your great organization. In very 
truth "the mobilized heart and spirit 
of the whole American people," has 
shown ltaclf equal to any call, ready to 
respond to any emergency. 

Spirit of All Best and Highest. 

The American Red Cross has becom« 
not so much an organization as a great 
movement, seeking to embody in organ- 
ized form the spirit of service, the 
spirit of sacrifice — In short, all that It 
best and highest In the Ideals and as- 
pirations of our country. 

Indeed we cannot but believe that 
this wonderful spirit which service in 
and for the Red Cross has evoked In 
this war. Is destined to become In our 
national life an element of permanent 
value. 

At Christmas time we shall ask the 
whole American people to answer the 
Red Cross Christmas roll call. It will 
constitute a unique appeal to every 
mnn, woman and child In this great 
land of ours to become enrolled lu our 
army of mercy. 

It Is the hope of the Wur Council 
that this Christmas membership roll 
cnll shnll constitute a reconsccratlon 
nj the whole American people, an In- 
spiring rcaMsertlnn to mankind that In 
this hour of world frsgedy, not to con- 
quer but to serve Is America's supreme 
nlm.

Surgeon General Blue Telia What to 
Do for Persons Sick With Spanish 
influenza — Use of Gauze 
Masks Recommended. 

Washington. — In an effort to reduce 
unnecessary calls on the over-worked 
physicians throughout the country be- 
cause of the present epidemic of in* 
fluenza, Surgeon General Blue of the 
United States public health service 
calls upon the people of the country to 
learn something about the home care 
of patients ill with influenza. Phy- 
sicians everywhere have complained 
about the large number of unnecessary 
calls they have had to make because 
of the Inability of many people to dis- 
tinguish between the cases requiring 
etpert medical care and those which 
could readily be cared for without a 
physician. With Influenza continuing 
to spreud In many parts of the coun- 
try, and with an acute shortage of doc- 
tors and nurses everywhere, every un- 
necessary call on either physicians or 
nurses makes It so much harder to 
meet the urgent needs of the patients 
who are seriously 111. 

Present Generation Spoiled. 

"The present generation," said the 
surgeon general, "has been spoiled. by 
having had expert medical and nursing 
care readily available. It was not so 
In the days of our grandmothers, when 
every good housewife was expected to 
know a good deal about the care of the 
sick. 

"Every person who feels sick and 
appears to be developing an attack 
of Influenza should at once be put to 
bed In a well-ventilated room. if his 
bowels have moved regularly, It Is not 
necessary to give a physic; where a 
physic Is needed, a dose of castor oil 
or Rochelle salts should be given. 

"The room should be cleared of all 
unnecessary furniture, bric-a-brac, and 
rugs. A wash basin, pitcher, and slop 
bowl, soap and towel should be at 
hand, preferably In the room or just 
outside the door. 

"If the patient Is feverish a doctor 
should be called, and this should be 
done In any case If the patient appears 
very sick, or coughs up pinkish (bl ood - 
stalned) sputum, or DreaTTTes rapTO/F 
and painfully. 

"Most of the patients cough up con- 
siderable mucus; In some, there is 
much mucus discharged from the nose 
and throat. This material should not 
be collected In handkerchiefs, bat 
rather In bits of old rags, or toilet pa- 
per, or on paper napkins. As soon as 
used, these rags or papers should be 
placed In a paper bag kept beside the 
bed. Pocket handkerchiefs are out of 
place In the sick room and should not 
be used by patients. The rags or pa- 
pers In the paper bag should be burned. 

"The patients will not be hungry, 
and the diet should therefore be light 
Milk, a soft-boiled egg, some toast or 
crackers, a bit of Jelly or Jam, stewed 
fruit, some cooked cereal like outmeal, 
hominy or rice — these will suffice In 
most cases. 

Comfort of Patient. 
"The comfort of the patient depends 
on a number of little things, and these 
should not be overlooked. Among 
these may be mentioned a well-venti- 
lated room ; a thoroughly clean bed 
with fresh, smooth sheets and pillow- 
cases; quiet, so tliat refreshing sleep 
may be had; cool drinking water con- 
veniently placed; a cool compress to 
the forehead If there Is headache; 
keeping the patient's hands and face 
clean, and the hair combed; keeping 
bis mouth clean, preferably with some 
pleasant mouth wash; letting the pa- 
tient know that someone Is within call, 
but not annoying him with too much 
fussing; giving the patient plenty of 
opportunity to rest and sleep. 

'It Is advisable to give the sick room 
a good airing several times a day. 

'So much for the patient. It 1» 
equally Important to consider the per- 
son who Is caring for blm. It Is Im- 
portant to remember that the disease 
Is spread by breathing germ-laden mat- 
ter sprayed Into the air by the patient 
In coughing or even In ordinary breath- 
ing. The attendant should therefore 
wear a gauze mask over her mouth 
and nose while Bhe Is In the sick room. 
Such a ijiahU is easily made by folding 
a piece of gauze four fold, sewing ■ 
piece of tnpo at the four cornera, and 
tying the upper sot of tapes over the 
ears, the lower set around the nock. 
If the folded piece of gauze Is about 
nix Inches square It will nicely cover 
both mouth and nose. Such a mask 
can be worn without discomfort for 
several hours, ufter which It can be 
boiled In water, dried and used over. 
Observe Cleanliness, 
"The attendant should, if possible, 
wear a waidiiible gown or an apron 
Which covers the dress. This will make 
It much simpler to uvold Infection. 

"It Is desirable that all attendants 
learn how to use a fever thermometer. 
Tills 1* not at all a dUIIcult mutter, and 
the use of such a thermometer in a 
great help In caring for the patients. 
The druRglst who sells these thermom- 
eters will be glad to show how they 
are used. 

"In closing, and lest I he nflsunder- 
stood, I wish to leave one word of 
caution ; If In doub^ eell the doctor." 



Pershing's Verdict. 

General Pershing reviewed an avia- 
tion unit In France not long ago, re- 
lates G. B. Kemp, administrative en- 
gineer of the fuel administration far 
New Jersey, who was an aviator with 
the expeditionary forces nntll, injured 
•n a fight, he was sent home. 

The aviators, more familiar with 
maneuvers In the air, marched In their 
most careful dress style before the 
general, and thought they were get- 
ting awny with It, he says, until Gen- 
eral Pershing turned away with a 
wave of his hand. 

"Don't do It any more," the general 
•aid. "Go and fly."

general court may prescribe. 

Article of Amendment No. 5. The 
general eourt, by concurrent vote of 
the two houses, may take a recess or 
recesses amounting to not more than 
thirty days; but no such recess shall 
extend beyond the sixtieth day from 
the date of their first assembling.

Article of Amendment No. 7. To de- 
fine the powers and duties of the Gen- 
eral Court relative to the military and 
naval forces, and of the Governor as 
Commander-in-Chief thereof.

The gold seeker* built Nome In the 
rush of 1808, nnd the gold seekers still 
vth\ tlidr quota to its population. They 
have ninde It a city of contrasts — of 
ostentatious wealth aud hopeless de- 
sires. Whore they camped on the 
tench nnd Jjullt wooden huts anil sa- 
loons the city has crown up. When 
more space was needed, It spread its 
houses along the beach In long un- 
even rows. 

From November to June It Is frozen 
Into a dull apathy from which It 
rouses to attend theaters, dances, and 
other social frivolities which make 
the winter tolerable.

Investigations made recently by a 
well-known doctor lead him to con- 
clude that musicians who play wind 
Instruments are exceptionally long 
lived.

Clarinet players are next with 64.4, 
while the average oboe and bassoon 
player lives to be abo^| sixty-three 
years old. The lowest duration of Ufe 
by these players of wind Instruments 
Is In men who handle the flute. pBe- 
cause of the formation of their lnstru- 
liey do not have opportunity 
!ie"rci««j or tneir lungs. There- 
fore the flute player, according to this 
authority, reaches an ayerage age of 
61.2 years.

Why Iron Chimney Stacks Corrode. 
The cause of corrosion of galvanized 
Iron extensions to chimneys Is laid 
generally to condensation which forms 
Inside the stack, and which In con- 
junction with the carbon which has 
been deposited In use, creates a gal- 
vanic action which soon destroys the 
zinc coating nnd finally eats through 
the Iron or steel base. To prevent 
the condensation an air space around 
the stack Is recommended. 'The stack 
Is made double from the base to a 
point close to the top, with small Iron 
braces between the Inner and outer 
casings. These may be riveted close 
to the ends of the sheets In course of 
construction. The nlr space may be 
one or two Inches, according to size of 
smokestack, and local conditions.— 
Scientific American.

TAKE PHOTOGRAPHS AT NIUH1 

Handicaps of Fog and Darkness Have 
Been Overcome by Development 
of New Process. 

Neither foe nor dnrkm ss handicaps 
the supereyes of tiie war department 
signal corps' cameras, according to 
Edwnrd llungerford, who describes 
the remarkable progress of wartime 
aerlnl photography In Everybody's. 
He gives some interesting examples : 

"I have seen a photograph of a wan- 
ing moon over Rome — taken by the 
new process. It is the first real pic- 
ture of the mooa that I have ever seen, 
although I formerly attempted the 
thing myself. Most of the moonllnht 
pictures that one sees are 'fakes,' 
made by photographing the sun In 
various unusual und artistic phases. 
Bur this was real. One could see the 
tiny pools of "water standing In the 
uneven places of the flagging, the 
flickering street lamps at the corner. A 
picture whose reullty almost makes it 
uncanny. And the photographer who 
took the picture in the rain wns ar- 
rested by a gendarme as being mental- 
ly unsound. He was only released 
when he took a picture of the lieuten- 
ant at the police station and proved 
beyond a question that he could make 
good portraits by artificial light. 

"I have seen photographs made by 
this new process from the froat row of 
a theater balcony during the progress 
of the play ; others made In church 
during vespers and Illumined entirely 
by the candies upon the high altar. 
The process Is very new and It Is very 
wonderful. Moreover, it is susceptible 
of adaptation to night observation, 
both from airplanes and upon the 
land."

The 
launching would be effected by with- 
drawing the outer forms slightly and 
sinking the dry dock until the ship 
flontcd on its own bottom. This would 
avoid severe launching strains, and 
would permit of launching the boat 
while the concrete was still "green." 
Hencf there would be a reduction In 
the period of construction.— Scientific 
American.

Continuance In food-saving must 
be maintained by the people of Mass- 
achusetts for at least another year. 
This fact is Indicated In a communi- 
cation received by the Massachusetts 
Food Administration from Herbert 
Hoover, in which he predicts that the 
war will last until the end of next 
summer, or possibly longer. 

"There Is no prospect of a proper 
ending of the war before the cam- 
paign of the summer of'1919," he says. 
"To attain victory we must place in 
France 3,500.000 fighting men with 
the greatest uiecliunieal equipment 
that has ever been given to any army. 
While we expect the position on the 
western front may be Improved, from 
a military point of view, between 
now and then, there can be no hope 
of a consummation of the end that 
we must secure until another year 
has gone by." 

Continue getting 100 per cent of 
value out of every ounce of food- 
stuff. 

Approximately 200,000 pounds of 
sugar will be saved a year hy the new I 
ruling ef the Food Administration ! 
whicu wllll prevent anyone from ob- I 
taining mere than two pounds of sug- 
ar a month. 

Many people were unconsciously I 
breaking the regulation regarding ths 
distribution of sugar by purchasing 
their sugar en the basis of one-half 
pound per capita a week. On this 
basis of four weeks to the month 
there would be only 48 weeks to the 
year, or 336 days. This would leave 
29 days or practically another month 
during which sugar would be con- 
sumed on a basis of two pounds per 
capita. With a population ofT.00.000,- 
000 people this would require about 
an additional 200,000,000 pounds of 
sugar. 

The new regulation which became 
effective October 15 requires the con- 
sumer to purchase his allotment of 
sugar every 15 days er semi-monthly, 
rather than every week. 

Henry B. Endlcott, food adminis- 
trator for Massachusetts, has an- 
nounced that drastic punishment will 
be meted eut to those retail food deal- 
ers who violate the price regulations 
of the state. 

Many cases have been called to his 
attention In which the retailers have 
added a few cents to the standard 
price. If dealers refuse to keep their 
prices down te the level set by the j 
Administration they will be virtually 
forced to shut up their shops. In a 
warning Issued te the dealers Mr. 
Endlcott says: 

"It Is being brought to our atten- 
tion that a very large number of 

stall dealers are violating the 
rules of the Food Adminlstra- ( 
tloa, espeolally as regards prices. 
Apparently, very little attention is 
paid by the majority of the retail 
trade to the articles on prices appear- 
ing in the weekly bulletin Issued 
them. For example, the ruling which 
stateB that the selling price of butter 
8 hall net exceed cost by more than 
five cents for cash and carry; and 
six cents for credit and delivery 
stores, is being violated to a very 
marked degree. 

"Starting Immediately, every retail 
dealer, waeiber licensed or not, will 
De exported to read our bulletin 
carefully for all rules and to follow 
the list of Fair Prices applying to his 
county as published therein. If his 
purchase price is such that be can 
cell for less, ho Is not privileged to 
charge the hlgheBt price quoted. All 
cases or violation as reported te ub by 
our large number of lnBpeotors 
throughout the entire state will be 
dealt with promptly and forcibly, and 
where rulings are not adhered to, 
the usual penalties will be applied. 

"Retail dealers who do not reoelve 
regularly the weekly bulletin will bo 
expeoted to notify us accordingly, as, 
hereafter, failure to be rtmlliar with 
all artieloB and prioes published there- 
in will not be oonsldered as an ex- 
cuse." 

Massachusetts soldiers and sailers 
who are tempted to drep their War 
Risk Insurance, as some already have 
done, In the belief that their relatives 
are not reoeivlng InBuranoe certifi- 
cates are advised by the Putallo Safety 
Committee to keep right en paying 
premium*. The men who stepped 
paying oa their policies did so in the 
belief that no reoerds were being 
kept. 

Information wfeloh ths Committee 
received from Washington reveals 
that non-reoelpt ef oertlftoatea by rel- 
atives Is due to delay In their mail- 
ing. Eventually the oertlfloatea will 
bo reoelved by all whe are entitled 
to them. The enormous Yelume of 
business being done by the War Risk 
bureau has resulted in an over-flow In 
its mailing division. In a short tune, 
It is bei.i -ad, this work will be 
spoeded up and certificates appear on 
schedule time. 

Relatives of the men in the ssrvlos 
are urged by the Committee to oautloa 
the boys against dropping their pol- 
icies, it points c it that the policies 
are absolutely sound. "Government 
insurance Is effect v > regardless ef 
the receipt of the ceit.. :ates," It con- 
tinues, "provided proper appiioatiaa 
baa bean made and premiums are be- 
ing paid. The oerUHcate Is ao part of 
the contract of Insurance. U is mere- 
ly evidence that tho contract exists "

Gained Fame While Dying. 
Antolne Wattenu. one ot France s 
foremost artists, pi.lnted his celebrated 
decorative panels while dying of the 
white man's scourge. He sprang from 
humble and poverty-stricken surround- 
logs, and was forced to work on the 
brink of Btnrvation for the greater 
part of his thirty-seven years. Just 
as his fame rose to national propor- 
tions his tubercular condition became 
worse and he worked desperately dur- 
ing his laBt few years to complete as 
much work as possible before he died- 



Often Destroyed by Fire. 
Time after tlm», together with the 
rest of the city of Moscow, the Krem- 
lin has been burned, the last occasion 
being In 18112 when It was occupied 
by Napoleon and the Inhabitants of 
the city themselves started the con- 
flagrations In ail parts of the city. It 
was indeed these fires which forced 
the little corporal to commence his 
disastrous retreat across the snow- 
bound steppes of Russia. Napoleon 
had his headquartera In the Kremlin, 
and while the flames were not so de- 
structive there as In other parts of ths 
city, yet they forced evacuation.
